COMMITTEE WILL 
BRING IN REPORT 


St, Albert Member Addresses 
the Council and Suggests 
Charter Amendments or a 
Government tf Necessary to 
Effect an Agreement, 


After hearing what a number of 
citizens of St. Albert had to say in 
favor of the joining up of the Interur- 
ban line with the city’s system, the 
council last night decided to refer the 
whole agreement back to the public 
works committee, Chairman Lundy 
then announced that a meeting of the 
committee would be held Wednesday 
morning at 10 o'clock at which any 
interested parties would have oppor- 
tunity to present their views, 

Aldermen Driscoll, May and Lundy 
were in favor of the matter being dealt 
with by the council in committee of 
the whole and an amendment to this 
effect was put and declared lost. 

Mr. Boudreau, the member for St. 
Albert, was present last night and in 
a short address he pointed out to the 
council the benefit the citizens of Ed- 
monton would derive from this new 
line. If the company is unreasonable, 
and the eity cannot enter into a 
proper agreement, he suggested that 
an amendment might be sought to the 
charter which would make it impera- 
tive for them to sign up such) an 
agreement, or a committee might be 
named by the government to settle the 
dispute. 

The council of the board of trade 
held a meeting yesterday and in a 
letter to the council they endorse the 
movement and urge on the council the 
advisability of making some kind. of 
settlement. 

Mr. Vanasse, of St. Albert, also ad- 
dressed the council. The new Inter- 
urban ‘ine, he said, would mean much 
to Edmonton as well as being a great 
benefit to St. Albert and adjoining 
points. Last Sunday the receipts of 
the company went over $300, but Mr. 
Vanasse contended that the city was 
very unreasonable in asking the com- 
pany to build about two miles of per- 
manent track and thought that the 
company had made a very fair offer 
when they undertake to put down 
temporary track. He stated that it 
would be good business all arouna 
and in the name of the people of St. 
Albert he asked the council to grant 
the prayers of the 70 odd petitioners 
who want this gap closed. é 

Alderman Livingstone explained to 
the delegation that the company had 
not acted in good faith in the matter 
of the proposed agreement. (They had 
repeatedly told the committe, he said, 
that if the agreement did not, suit they 
would come in over the G. T. P. tracks, 
und therefore, as far as he was cony 
cerned, the question was abandoned 
until now. 

Alderman Smith also informed the 
council that as a member of the pub- 
lic works committee he, too, had the 
impression that the company was not 
very keen on reaching an agreement 
with the city. 

At this point Mr. Wallbridge, the 
representative of the company, ap- 
peared on the scene and took excepiton 
to the statements of Alderman Smith. 
He said that the company was anxious 
to meet the city, but not on such terms 
as being asked to build two miles of 
permanent track work at a cost ol 
about $40,000 a mile within the city 
limits. and then turn it over to the 
city. This proposition was so absurd 
thet the company could not possibly 
consider it, said Mr. Wallbridge. 

The mayor took the view that the 
road would mean so much to property 
owners that they could well afford to 
pay for the cost of the connecting link 
and then turn it over to vhe city to 
operate. The question will be again 
taken up by the public works com- 
mittee and another attempt 
reach some satisfactory terms. In 
addition to the construction of the 
piece of road there are other points 
which will be somewhat difficult to 
adjust, such as rates, operating costs, 
handling of freight and passengers 
and many other such items.

FOOD INSPECTOR 
CANNOT ENFORCE 
READ BY-LAW 


Unworkable Because it Does 
Not Provide for Proper 
Wrapping of Fancy 
Bread, 


Food Inspector C. W. J. Haworth 
cannot enferce the new bread by-law 
because it does not provide for the 
proper wrapping of fancy breads. Dr. 
Whitelaw submitted to council a 
letter from the food inspector dealing 
with this -matter. It was read at 
council and then laid on the table for 
a week. The report reads: 

“L beg to report re bread by-law that, 
as it stands at present, It is next to 
impossible to enforce it. The fancy 
bread not requiring to be wrapped 
leaves a loophole for the bakers, which 
two of them ure taking advantage of. 

“Sub-section 2 of clause 6 does not 
require the 21-ounce loaves (to be 
wrapped. Bread. going over this 
weight, but not coming up to the 
weight required for standard bread, 
viz., 24 ounces, the baker pleads that 
it is fancy bread, and before we can 
get a conviction we have to prove by 
analysis that this bread. is not fancy 
bread, causing an unnecessary expense 
and delay. 

“T would strongly urge upon the 
council the necessity for an amend- 
ment to said sub-section 2 of chiuse 6 
of by-law No, 4438, compelling the 
wrapping of all faney bread, said 
Wrapper to have printed on it, in 
legible letters, the name of the maker, 
name of the loaf, and its weight. By 
adding thig to our present by-law it 
will make it practicable to carry it out 
effectively. 1 might state, further, 
that one of the bakers who is now 
wrapping his fancy bread has asked 
particularly that thls amendment be 
made, He realizes the next to impos- 
sible proposition that an officer is up 
against in trying to enforce it as it 
stands at present.”

Conclude That it Takes $1,536.53 to Keep a Family of Five 
Persons One Year—Motormen and Conductors Get $1,100 
Yearly, Exclusive of Overtime, After Two Years of Service. 


The committee of eight appointed by 
the local street railway men to adjust 
the new agreement with the superin- 
tendent and the commissioners — has 


prepared very carefully a statement 
showing the cost of living in Edmon- 
ton, The figures are based on a 
family of fiye—father, mother, and 
three children—and show .that the sum 
total for all the necessities of life for 
a period of one year is $1,536.58. 

The committee spent over a week in 
compiling these figures, the method 
adopted being to first get prices from 
every section of the city, including 
south side, Highlands, West End and 
North Edmonton, When these figures 
had been obtained, the committee then 
proceeded to strike an average, having 
fin view all the circumstances connect- 
If the

/ When the Republican was establish- 
ed in Springfield, Mass in the first 
quarter of the nineteenth century, the

«the editorial chair of Springfield's 
= famous newspaper was born in the 


Western’ Massachusetts metropolis 
ears ago today, October 15, 1851. 
vas educated in public and private 
chools in Americal and Europe, and 
ytook a special two-year course at Yale, 
t was just 40 years ago that he join- 
éed the editorial staff of his father's 
‘newspaper, After two years he trans- 
ferred his activities to the business 
“department, as manager. Following 
the death of Samuel Bowles IL, in 
1878, he became editor-in-chief and 
“plblisher, and soon demenstrated his 
ability to maintain the hreh Journalis- 
tic standards established by his father 
“and grandfather. Under his direction, 
the Republican became one of 
America’s most influential journals, 
and its editorial expressions of opinion 
have always been widely quoted. 
The Springfield Republican was 
established as a weekly journal in 
1824 by Samuel GBowies [. The second 
Samuel Bowles was born in 1826, und 
Brew up in his father’s printing office. 
He soon became the general manager 
of the paper and in 1844 started the 
daily edition. The founder of the Re- 
publican came to he generally regard- 
ed as the ablest and most influential 
publisher in a small city of the con- 
tinent. The second Samuel Bowles 
Was a forceful, fluent writer, and the 
author of several hooks, but his fame 
-rests principally on his editorials, in 
which he ably adyocated such meas- 
ures.as the abolition of negro slavery, 
“the suppression -of the -secession 
movement, free trade, universal suf- 
frage, and other reforms, In 1872 the 
paper became independent in politics, 
and‘supported Horace Greeley for the 
presidency.

This is the twenty-sixth birthday of 
“Mme. Melba,” for it was on October 
15, 1887, that the nom de theatre of 
the gifted singer first appeared on an 
operatic program. Before that date 
Mme, ‘Melba was Helen Porter Mit- 
chell; and “Nellic” to her intimates. 
She was born in Melbourne, Australia, 
and adopted her stage name from that 
of her native city. Her father was a 


wealthy Australian merchant, of 
Scotch birth, and her mother was 
Spanish, In 1882, at the age of 16, 


she married Charles, son of Sir An- 
drew Armstrong. Some years later 
she went with her father to Paris, 
and studied singing under Mme. Mar- 
chesi,? She possessed a voice of rare 
alrength and beauty, and, under the 
instruction: of the enthusiastic Mme. 
Marchesi,° “the* Australian’ song-bird 
was quickly fitted for her profession 
premlere. It was as Gilda in’ “Rigo- 
lette," at the Theatre de la Monnaire 
in Brussels, that she made her debut 
on October ib, 1887. The following 
year she went to London, making her 
aebut at Covent Garden in ‘Lucia de 
Lammermoor.’ In one night she 
jumped- into immediate popularity as 
one of the greatest of the world’s 
prima donnas, a position she has held 
for a quarter of a century. Irom the 
first. Capt. Armstrong was opposed to 
his wife's musical career, and in 1900 
he divorced the “song bird” in a Gal- 
veston, Texas, court.

JEWS CELEBRATE FEAST OF 

THE TABERNACLES TONIGHT 

| The Jewish festival of Suecoth or 
the least of the Tabernacles begins at 
Sunset. this evening, and Hebrews 
throughout the world will engage In 
a general observance of the holiday, 
which is continuation of the harvest 
festival of ancient Palestine. Orthodox 
followers of the faith of Moses mark 
the day reciting prayers and eating 
their meals in booths erected on roofs 
of tenements or in back yards, These 
temporary structures are decorated 
with fruits, flowers, twigs and far- 
lands of leaves, symbolic of the har- 


1 migration to 


vest season, while the interior walls 
of the booth bear family and religious 
pictures. 

Succoth falls on the fifteenth of 
the month Tishri, corresponding this 
year with the fifteenth-sixteenth of 
October in the Gregorian calendar, It 
Was on this dute that the farmers cf 
the old Jewish nation gathered to cele- 


brate the conclusion of the toilsome 
task of harvesting. The character of 
the feast is essentially agricultural, 


but, as the vast majority of Jews are 
now gathered-in cities and towns, the 
holiday has gradually gained a 
nationalistic significance. The booths 
how commemorate the tents or huts 
in which the Israelites dwelt during 
their 40 years of wandering in the 
wilderness; but in the decorations of 
the booths the commercial and indus- 
trial Jews of today pay a tribute to 
their agricultural ancestors. The 
Jews now maintain a national farm 


|school in Pennsylvania, and a pilgrim- 


age is made to this institution every 
year on Succoth by prominent Jews. 
In New York, Chicago and other 
American cities, a movement has been 
started to turn the poorer Jews of the 
Ghetto into farmers, and has already 
met with some success. Plans are 
under consideration to establish agri- 
cultural colonies of Hebrews in vari- 
ous sections, as well as in  Pdlestine. 
In the latter country farming opera- 
tions are now carried on on a large 
scale. American Jews have imported 
this year large “quantities of the 
esrog, a fine specimen of the lime, 
which is now grown by the Palestine 
colonists. The orthodox say their 
Succoth prayers with the esrog in one 
hand and the lulay, a branch of palm 
and my“tle, in the other.

Lewis and = Clarke passed 
through the country in 1804 and again 
in 1806. The Hudson’s Bay Company 
claimed the territory, and planted a 


Scottish colony at Pembina tn 1812, 
In 1823 the United States formally 


took possession, raining the Stars asd 
Stripes over Pembina. Fort Pierre 
was founded in 1829, and two years 
later the first steamboat, the Yellow- 
stone, reached that post. Sioux Falls, 
now the metropolis, was founded hy 
settlers from Jowa {in 1857, but was 
destroyed by the Sioux Indians in 
1862, and’the settlers fled to Yank- 
ton, which had just been made the 
capital of the new Dakota territory. A 
fort was built at Sioux Falls in 18665, 
and the work of buidinig the city 
was renewed, The building of a reil- 
road to Yankton in 1873, and the dis- 
covery of gold at Deadwood two vears 
later, resulted in a great tide of im-

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


Hon. Martin Burrell, minister of 
agriculture in the Borden cabinet, was 
born in Berkshire, England, 55 years 
ago today. After leaving college he 
engaged in railroading and became 
general superintendent of the Great 
Western Railway of England. He was 
still well on the sunny side of thirty 
when he decided to come to Canada 
and become a tiller of the soil. He 
secured a small tract, in the Niagara 
peninsula, and set up as a fruit farm- 
er. When not otherwise occupied he 
studied agricultural and horticultural 
problems, and it was not long until 
the young Englishman was speaking 
as an authority before meetings of the 
Fruit Growers’ association and the 
Iarmers’ institute. After some years 
in the east he transferred his activities 
to British Columbia, There he began 
to take an active interest in politics 
and ten years ago he commenced his 
public career as mayor of Grand 
Forks. In 1907 he returned to England 
as fruit commissioner and lecturer for 
the British Columbia government. He 
was defeated in the first race for the 
Dominion parliament, but in 1908 he 
successfully contested Yale-Cariboo as 
the conservative candidate, With the 
formation of the Borden government, 
he was given the portfolio of agricul- 
ture.

MEDIGINE HAT’S 
GAS CAPACITY i 
MUCH INCREASED 


Fifty Per Cent; More Than at 
the Beginning of the 
Year, 


Medicine Hat, Alta., Oct. 15,—By the 
end of this year this city will have an 
increased natural gas well capacity of 
bO per cent more than when the year 
besxan. A dozen wells covered the num- 
ber at the beginning of 19138, and when 
the year closes, with those now In hand 
ani to be brought in within the next 
two months, the number will be 18--ail 
emunicipally controlled and owned. 

The first well to be added to the list 
was one that was drilled in what is 
known as the South Industrial site, the 
contract having been let last year, but 
which was not completed till this year. 
Then in June a contract was let Tor 
nine more wells to keep pace with the 
Industrial and municipal development 
of the city. The International Supply 
company, of this city, who secured tits 
driliine contract at a price approxi- 
mating $75,000, completed the first well, 
known as No, 1, in the southeast port 
of the city, in record time, 

No. 2 well, located on the West In- 


dustrial site, in section 22, is now about 
completed, 'Mhis is where the Sas- 


katehewun Bridge and Jron company 
has already begun construction of its 
extensive works, Drilling on No, dwell 
of this contract is well under way on 
the Upper Esplanade, between the city 
and the pumping station, and the work 
of putting up the drilling rig on No, 
dsyell, in Cousins and Sissons, west of 
the Connaught school, has been started, 
The No. 5 well will probably be located 
across the river by the city engineer, 

In addition to these new wells, dur- 
{ng the summer the well supplying the 
Alberta Clay Products Co., which had 
been giving some trouble owing to be- 
ing clogged up, has been cleaned out, 
and is now flowing as strongly as when 
it wasfirst placed in commission, near- 
ly four years ayo. The fact of itself is 


significant, as showing the almost in- 
exhuustible supply of natural gas 
here. 

All of the wells are about 1,050 to 
1,200 feet in depth, varying with the 
contour of the surface, what is known 
as the Medicine Hat gas sand’ being 
reached at a depth of around -1,000 
feet. They all have a rock pressure 
of from 550'to 600 pounds to the sanare 
inch, with a flow each of about 3,000, - 
000 cubic feet daily. With the com- 
pletion of the contract, Medicine Hat 
expects to have all the natural gas re- 
quired for a considerable time to come.

MEN WELL KNOWN IN : 
CITY MAKE RICH HAUL 


“Billy” De Graves and Harold Harvie 
Among Those WhoeMade Money 
On Calgary Oil Boom. 


“Billy” DeGraves, a newspaper man, 
and Harold Harvie, who was with the 
Canadian Mineral Rubber Paving com- 
pany until a few months ago, were 
among’ those who made a “clean up” 
in the oil boom‘at Calgary during the 
past week. How they accomplished it 
is told as follows by the Calgary Al- 
bertan: ; — 

“Hearing that the afternoon papers 
would come out with the authoritative 
statement of the discovery of oil, and 
antic!pating the rush on the land office 
that would follow, DeGraves left the 
King George hotel at 3.45 for the land 
office. He had only 20 cents in his 
pockets, but on the way down met 
Harvie, to whom he told the story of 
the strike, and suggested that the latter 
stake the expedition to every acre of 
oll land that could be filed on, Harvie 
had just the necessary $40 for eight 
sections, and decided that the venture 
Was a good one, and in exchange for his 
information staked DeGraves to four 
sections, The future John D. Rocke-~ 
tellers filed to the limit, tying up 
4,120 acres of the best land on the 
anticline. Less than three hours ufter 
Harvie had sold-a half interest in his 
holdings for $3,000, and DeGraves had 
$850 in cash for a small portion of his 
holdings, and still retains the big bulk 
of the land, refusing to sell. 

According to the experts, the land 
held by Harvie and DeGraves: is right 
oh the anticline, ‘and “is liable to be 
one of the best. drilling sites in ‘the 
field. 

“It was the last ready cash I had,’ 
said Harvie last night, “and as the 
concern for whieh I was working had 
gone into liquidation a few days be- 
fore, I didn’t know whether to go or 
not, but ‘Billy’ talked so hard and so 
fast that I decided to take a chance. 
Now I’m glad T did. It was the quick- 
est money I ever made in Calgary.” 

An amusing feature of the venture of 
the two Calgary oil kings wes Harvie'’s 
reply to the officials at the land office 
as to his occupation. As stated above, 
the concern for which he was working 
went into Hquidation a few days ago, 
and .on being asked his occupation, 
Harvie thought a minute, smiled, and 
said “Retired businessman.” 


PROPOSITION TO CHANGE 
NAME OF CHURCH ARGUED 


Long Discussion on Question at Con- 
vention of Protestant Episcopal 
Church at New York. 


New York, Oct. 15.—The suggestion 
ihat the corporate name of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal church be changed 
to the American Catholic church, pre-

The resolution to “revise and enrich" 
the book of common prayer was offered 
by the diocese of California and the 
missionary district of Arizona, which 
asked that mn commission of seven 
bishops, seven presbyteries, and seven 
laymen consider the matter and re- 
port at the next triennial convention.

Amount of Every Crop over 
Last Year and High Qual- 


ity, 


Ottawa, Oct. 15—A_ bulletin issued 
Monday by the census and, statistics 
office of the department of trade and 
commerce gives a provisional estimate 
of the yield of the principal grain 
crops, and also the average in- 
equality of these crops at harvest time. 
During the month ended Sept. 1 ideal 
weather in gathering of 
crops prevailed all over Canada, In 
the greater part of Ontario and in the 
western provinces harvesting opera- 
tions were well completed by the 
middle of September, and only in parts 
of Quebec and the maritime provinces, 
where the spring opens later, was har- 
vesting carried on during the later 
end of the month. 

The estimates given a month ago are 
slightly greater than those now issued, 
which may be presumed to be based 
more or less on results of the thresh- 
ing. 

The final estimates, based altogether 
on the threshing results and calculated 
on corrected areas, will be issued as 
usual on December 15. 

Comparison With 1912. 

For spring wheat estimated at the 
end of September is 188,468,000 bushels, 
as compared with 182,240,000 bushels 
last year, For fall wheat the estimate 
is 19,107,000 bushels, as against 16,396,- 
000 bushels last year and 18,481,000 
bushels in the preliminary estimate 
this year. The total estimated wheat 
production this year is therefore 207,- 
575,000 bushels, as compared with 
199,236,000 bushels last year, an in- 
crease of $,339,000 bushels, or 4%4 per 
cent. The yield per acre for all wheat 
is 21,15 bushels, as compared with 20,42 


yield of 891,418,000 bushels and an 
average yleld of 40.57 bushels, as com- 
pared with 341,733,000 bushels and an 
average yield of 39.25 bushels. For 
this year the total production of rye is 


2559,000 bushels, of peas 3,974,000 
bushels, buckwheat 7,600,000 bushels, 


of Hax 14,913,000 bushels, of mixed 
grains 17,178,000 bushels. Compared 
with last year—-buckwheat 10,193,000, 
flax 21,681,500, mixed grains 17,952,000,

For the three northwest provinces 
the total is as follows: Spring wheat is 
estimated at 183,852,000, of fall wheat

show that at any rate the government 
has paid-some attention to the manner 


in which the conduct of the public 
business should be carried on. J 
think these figures themselves are elo- 


quent as showing the responsibility 
that rests upon the members of this 
house. When there were oniy a few 
thousand dollars to spend in various 
ways for the benefit of the country it 
Was not so serious but when this leg- 
islature comes to a revenue of five 
millions then it becomes a serious 
matter for every member of this as- 
sembly whether he be a supporter ot 
the government or the opposition, and 
he should consider the seriousness cf 
these questions and the seriousness 
of reflections that might be made 
upon the credit of this country. 


Much Expenditure Uncontrollable 


As is well known to every member 
of this assembiy a great portion of 
these revenues are practically ex- 
pended in ways that are not under the 
control of the government but are 
necessary expenditures in the way of 
carrying on the affairs of the coun- 
try. The attorney-géneral has import- 
ant.work in connection with the ad- 
ministration of justice and there is 
the agriculture department and the 
educational department, and when it 
comes to the carrying on of large 
public works {t becomes an absolute 
essential in this state of the develop- 
ment of the province that very large 
amounts of money should be raised 
upon the credit of this province for 
purpose of keeping pace with the rest of 
the dominion and keeping pace with 
the promises that we have made to the 
people we have asked to come to stay 
in this country. If there is one thing 
more than another in connection with 
the office that I have the privilege of 
occupying at the present time that is 
of interest.to me, it is the criticism 
that is made by the members of the 
opposition in connection with the work 
that is done by the department I have 


the: honor to preside over. I have no 
quarrel with the way in which the 
members of the opposition desire to 


conduct their own business, but I have 
very strong views in’ regard to the 
credit of this province. I think it. is 
possible to criticlse.the.estimates that 
are brought down and to criticise the 
work of this government without go- 
{Ing to the length, of injuring the 
credit of the province and, incidentally, 
keeping people out of this province 
and keeping capital out of the pro- 
vince... I would ask those that criticise 
to seriously consider whether it {s not 
possible. to take these estimates item 
by item and ralse any objections they 
see fit in regard to them and to the 
conduct of this government without 
hinting or assuming that the conduct 
of this government {fs such that we 
should not be able to borrow money in 
the money markets of the world. I do 
not wish on behalf of this government 
to take full credit for everything good 
that has taken place in the province 
since the year 1905. There are a few 
little things thal haye happened with- 
out the assistance of this government. 
This year, for instance, Providence has 
favored us with a magnificent harvest, 
and I haye no doubt a large portion of 
the credit !s due the agricultural de- 
partment, but not the whole of it.

Labor Legislation Pattern For Others. 


But I do say, notwithstanding the 
fact that there dre some .things 
for which we are not entitled 
to credit, that there are other 
things for which this government 
and legislature \ are entitled to 


It is well known and admitted 
from one end of the dominion to the 
other that legislition introduced and 
carried into effect by this government 
during these seyen years in regard tv 
the laboring classes has been an ex- 
ample to the other provinces of the do- 
minion and to many states of the 
United States of America. That is the 
result of careful attention on the part 
of the people who make o specialty 
of that particular kind of legislation 
and the result has been good. The re- 
sult has been such that we have a bet- 
ter satisfied community at the present 
time than there is in any other pro- 
vince of Canada, That is worth while, 
and if this government had done noth- 
ing elso except bring about that state 
of affairs they have justified their ex- 
Istence and the money that has been 
expended during these years. There 
is another large element in the popu- 
lation of ihe province and that {ts the 
farming community. 


Benefited Farming Community. 


During these years there has never 
been a time at which the farming com-

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munity required assistance in the way 
of legislation and brought it to the 
attention of this government that their 
desires have not met with serious con- 
sideration and they have received tho 
very fullest measure of’ rellef that it 
was possible ‘to give them under the 
constitution of this country, The re- 
sult has been that the farmers are 
placed on a better footing in a great 
many respects tlan they are in any 
other province, and as this country de; 
pends largely upon this farming com- 
munity for its success I say that the 
government has done well in looking 
after their Interests. One of the items 
that appears In the estimates this year 
is the sum of $800,000 for the purpose 
of assisting in the building of eleyators 
throvghout this country and aiready 50 
elevators have been built in the pro- 
vince and 50 more wili be Wuilt next 
year under this legislation and we will 
zo on building them until the farmers 
of the province lave better accommo 
dation for their grain that is essential ; 
for the proper preservation of {tf and 
the getting it to market. This might by 
some people be referred to as class 
legislation, but the success and pros- 
perity of Alberta depends upon these 
mines and upon these farmers and I 
think I am safe in saying that legisla- 


tien in regard to the mines of this 
country and in regard to the farra- 
ers is legislation that not 
alone affects the man that 


goes down into the coal mines for the 
purpose of earning a living and inct- 
dentally assisting in the development 
of the country, not alone the farmer 
who goes out and does a day's work 
day after day and night after night in 
i great many instances for the purpose 
of saving his crop, but these two great 
sources of wealth are the interest of 
every man, woman «ind child who lves 
within the province whether he Hves in 
a town, village or city or in the out- 
skirts of civilization, their success in 
life is the success of every citizen in 
the province and legislation in the in- 
terests of these two kinds of people is 
legislation in the interests of every 
man who resides within our boun- 
daries. 
Millions Spent on Public Works. 


Millions have been spent by this 
government and by the preceding gov- 
ernment in the building of public works 
in this country, and I must congratu- 
late the members of this assembly on 
the fact that some, at least, of the 
more expensive of these buildings are 
now complete, but it will be necessary 
to go on year after year building pub- 
lic bulldings throughout the length and 
breadth of this great province, and it 
will-be necessary for many a long year 
to come that money shall be ‘borrowed 
for the purpose of building these build- 
ings, and it will be my duty, as long 
as I act as treasurer, occasionally to 
ask this legislature to authorize-these 
loans so that the money may be ex- 
pended in the interests of the people. 
The many millions that have been 
spent.in that way upon these buildings 
and upon the roads and highways has 
been spent so far.as ‘has come to the 
knowledge of this government without 
one} single complatiut in reference to 
Hie Fexpanditure of one‘dollar that the 
money has been wrongfully expended 
or not in the interests of the country. 
It may be, and I should not be sur- 
prised this session if some difference 
of opinion should arise among some of 
the members of. this assembly in refer- 
ence to the location of some of these 
works—-these are matters where there 
Is Hability to difference of opinion — 
but these are matters upon which the 
government exercises its best judg- 
ment and does the best it can, and 
therefore subject to criticism and pro- 
per criticism, if they fail to meet the 
requirements, but one thing that has 
not been said Is that one dollar has 
been wrongfully expended or that 
any benefit. has . accrued to any 
member of the government with refer- 
ence to the expenditure of these many 
millions of dollars, And another thing, 
and one that is important in the con- 
duct of any government or any public 
business, is that it has been expended 
at the lowest percentage of cost for 
the administration of the government 
of this country than In either of the 
three prairie provinces that are closest 
to us here. The figures in regard to 
these matters are at the disposal of 
any member of this house, and prove 
conclusively the statements I have 
made. 


Telephone System Approved. 

In addition to these important mat- 
ters of public works I have referred 
to, this government, as is well known, 
has accomplished work in regard 
the telephono system that meets with 
the approval, I think, of the majority 
of tho cltizens of Alberta. We will 
have at the end of this year expended 
elght millions. Provision is made next 
year for one million additional, which 
will make at the end of néxt year nine 


millions of dollars expended on the 
telephone system. Tight millions has 
been expended, notwithstanding that 


we are dealing with a sparsely seitled 
country, notwithstanding that we are 
dealing with conditions that no. tele- 
phone company ever dealt with before 
on the clvilized globe, yet that expendi- 
ture has been so carried on that we 
have made during this present year, 
when s0 many other businesses were 
showing a shortage, it has been s0 
carried on that we will pay for the 
operation, maintenance and Interest 
upon that telephone system and show 
a surplus of $100,000 on the first day 
of January next. <And {t is intended 
to carry on the work just in that way. 
It is not the idea of the government 
to make this surplus larger than it 
should be In the interests of safety. It 
will be necessary that the telephone 
rates in this country should pe in- 
creased, 
Rates May Increase. 

It is one of the peculiarities of the 
business that the larger the business 
done in connectlon with thé telephone 
system in any particular municipality 
the more expensive it is per subscriber. 
In this respect it differs from any other 
wholesale business, and the reason for 
it is plain when you come to consider 
it. If you take a village where there 
are 100 subscribers, each ono of them 


can only call up 99 people. When he 
has done that he hag gone to 
the Hmit. If you double the 
telephones in that village and 


have 200, each of thom can, and does 
at times, call up 199 poople and tn 
that way tho ratio goes on increasing 
in the large citles, not in that exact 


to; 


proportion I have 
a very great propartion, In clties of 
50,000 or 100,000 ‘a great portion of 
the commercial business is carried on 
by the telephone and a single indivi- 
dual calls up hundreds of people in a 
day and the individual cost of each 
telephone {48 Increased away beyond 
the initial cost. of the telephones in 
the smaller places. This renders it 
necessary that as towns.and cities 
grow the rates will have to grow with 
them, but as 1 said before the policy 
of the government is to keep them 
down to the very lowest possible in 
order to encourage the business. There 
must always be a strong reason before 
a government steps in and interferes 
with the conduct of ordinary business, 
be they large or small, and the reason 
why the government of the day as- 
sumed the possession by purebase of 
the telephone system was because the 
people of this country were not ale 
to get the telephone exchanges they 
required. The company of that day 
preferred to do business in the places 
Where it paid good profits and re- 
fused to extend their system to those 
giaces where they. dit not think tuey 
could make a, good profit aud it be- 
came absolutely essential for the gov- 
ernment to take possession of the tele- 
phone system, Upon that policy they 
have gone on year by year until it nas 
attained its present proportions and 
they will haye to go on, not perhaps in 
the same proporticns but in a very 
large proportion after year be- 
cause when the government assumed 
the responsibility of providing a pub- 
jic utility they have to provide it upon 
business reasons and wherever. busi+ 
hess requires that public utility, Ags 
every new district opens up it will be 
|the business of this department man- 
aged upon business principles to give 
{t. the advantages of this system 
just so long and just so far as It 
can be made to pay its own way and 
not be a charge upon the ordinary re- 
venues of the province, 

Many of these things have been ren 
ferred to before, and will be referred 
to again and perhaps not always in as 
complimentary a way as T have referr- 
ed to them now. I am quite «aware 
that there are possible differences of 
opinion, but having been-in charge of 
that department: now: for some three 
years I may possible be: allowed to be 
a little prejudiced in favor of the man- 
agement of it and very optimistic in 
regard to its final: success. I have no 
doubt in regard to the management up 
to the present time and the future 
management will be carried on in the 
same way and) Ijhave no doubt I will 
be just as well able to say here, if it 
should happen to be in my department, 
year after year that the telephone sys- 
tem {is still referred to from one end 
of the civillzed world to the other as 
being a brilliant success, 


Railway Question. 


I suppose it might have been thought 
by same persons I, would not be likely 
to refer to the railway question at this 
particular. juncture of affairs, because 
we have, had in this house some dis- 
cussion recently yet railway matters, 
On that account. my, remarks will be 
more:brief than they might. otherwise 
have:been, I stated in’ this house a 
year ago .in reference to the policy of 
this government that it was the inten- 
tion of this government to keep on ex- 
actly’ the same polity as they had be- 
fore.’ This government went -to the 
country on a policy of assisting in the 
development of this country- by assist- 
ing railw:ty corporations by guarantee- 
ing the bonds. It has been said, and 
truly said, thut during the last year 
there has not been that amount of rail- 
way building that was expected a year 
go, but I have no donbt that before 
the end of 19183 the prophecy I made at 
the last =sssion of this house, that 
there would be 606 additional miles of 
track laid, will be an accomplished 
fact, and instead of 1,500 there will be 
2,000 miles on the first of anuary, 1914, 
largely Lhe result of the policy of this 
government. The fact that the condi-

tions of tne tnoney markets of the 
world have been suchas to tempor- 
arily hold up some of the railway build- 
ing is not one that ‘the opposition 
should claim credit for, I do not give 
them the credit for accomplishing that 
result, but I do say that it is a matter 
that every individual in the province 
unites in feeling, that it has been a bad 
tiiing in some ways that there should 
have been a stringency in the money 


markets and more railway | building 
could not have been carried on in the 
province. Notwithstanding that a great 
jdeal has been done and a great deal 
of work is going to be done next 
year and in every succeeding year, 
and it will be the duty in my estimate 
of the members of this legislature to 
assist these railway companies to the 
limit of the power of this legislature, 
because in this day and generation, al- 
though we have a province with great 
natural resourees and farms and mines, 
itis absolutely essential that we should 
have the railway development. It Is 
essential that this assistance should be 
granted liberally. 
Railways Will Not Cost a Dollar. 


I have no hesitation {n- saying 
that railways that have been as- 
sisted or are being assisted by this 
government will not cost ‘this 


country a dollar, But there are many 
things to be taken into consideration 
in regard to the railway development 
of this country. Times have changed 
{in a great many respects — since the) 


year 1902, when two provinces spent 
$687,000, but in no way have they 
changed more than In the increased 


cost, not only of living, but of doing 


any work that is accomplished in. the 
province or any other portion. of the 
dominion, When the Calgary and Ed- 
monton Hne was built it was built by 
Mackenzie & Mann and James Ross, 
and it was completed for $10,000 a 
mile, and it was not completed very 
well, and some of us will remember It 
took two and a half days to come from 
Calgary to Edmonton, . We had to stay 
over occasionally {in Red Deer while 
the train men v'ent ahead to prop up 
the track running through the sloughs 
{n that neighborhood for the purpose 
of getting tho train across under the 
management of the C.P.R. The same 
men have bullt a ine from Calgary to 
Edrvonton within the last four years at]: 
an expenditure in the nelghborhood of 
$25,000 a mile to put it In the same 
condition. And I may sey that the

Grand Trunk Pacific Hne from Tofleld 
to Calgary has cost $35,000 a mile, and 
the line from Blackfalds to the Bra- 
zeau has been built at an expenditure 
of $38,000 a mile, 

When we see that this government 
has assisted these railways up to the 
extent of respectively $18,000 or $14,- 
000 or $15,000 and $20,000 a mile, I 
think you will see that there is a mar- 
gin) in respect to the cost of the 
security and the first mortgage bonds 
upon these ratlways which places this 
government in a safe position; and I 
will be delighted if it should ever arise 
that all these railways at one time 
unanimously come to the government 
of this country and ask us to take 
them off their hands for the first 
mortgage bonds, 

Cannot Have Government Ownership 

If we could get) them all I would be 
pleased to go in- for government own- 
ership, but until the time comes that 
we can get them all we cannot assume 
government ownership with regard to 
one particular line for the purpose of 
running in opposition to three or four 
others that the various governments 
of the country have assisted to be 
built and for which they are respon- 
sible that they should earn tnterest. 
I am mentioning these things because 
they will come before this legislature 
from time to time in this way, and I 
am so stating this because it is es- 
sential that the public of this coun- 
try should understand the actual posi- 
tion of these railways and the actual 
position the government takes in re- 
gard to them. It is important that 
this statement should be known — so 
that—of course, it is popular some: 
times to say that the government is 
in the hands of one particular rail- 
way corporation or andther  particu- 
lar railway corporation, that we can- 
not build a railway unless we get the 
consent of McArthur or Mackenzle 
and Mann, or the Grand Trunk Pacific 
are looking after this thing and we 
cannot let it to anybody else. But look 
at what has been done the past three 
or four years, the various railways 
that have been assisted since 1905 by 
this government show that in every 
instance the government has consid- 
ered every proposition that has been 
made to it upon its merits and re- 
gardless of what particular corpora- 
tion controls the destinies of any par- 
ticular railway. If it Is in the inter- 
ests of the province it is going to re- 
celve the assistance of the government 
if it is reliable enough, so that the 
government may know the country is 
not going to have to meet the ex- 
pense and get no railway. 

Natural Resources. 

There is one other matter that it 
would be improper to close any speech 
in the Alberta assembly without casual 
reference to, and that is the require- 
ments of this country in regard to be- 
ing placed upon an equality with the 
other provinces in the Dominion of 
Canuda in reference to.the control of 
the natural resources, It has been said 
in some places—-I don’t know for why 
or what reason—that this is a late issue 
with the liberal party. I think that 
these who were in this country during 
the early times, when the people of 
this country agitated for provincial 
rights—thoxse who were in Manitoba 
during the long years during which the 
liberals of the country were pledged in 
favor of equality, will know that, so far 
as the liberal party west of Lake Sup- 
erlor {is concerned, there has never 
been a difference of opinion in regard 
to placing the provinces on ‘an abso- 
lute equality. There have been differ- 
ences of opinion in regard to the way 
in which this should be managed; there 
have been differences of opinion as to 
whether a cash subsidy temporarily 
was for the benefit of the people of 
these struggling provinces, but. thera 
has been no difference of opinion as to 
the necessity of absolute equality as 
the one guarantee on which the con- 
federation of the Dominion of Canada 
can be a permanent success, It is not 
necessary to go into details in connec- 
tion with this matter. I, for one, on 
behalf of this government. feel I have 
the united suppert not only of every 
liberal in the assembly, and every lib- 
eral in. the province, but of every lib- 
eral west of Lake Superior, when I say 
the yight will go on until the prairie 
provinces have the same rights as the 
other provinces in the Dominion of 
Canade, 

Provincial Conference. 

We were called upon by the people 
of the eastern provinces to go to Otta- 
wa, and although many important mat- 
ters may be discussed at that confer- 
ence the one that was the first reason 
fur calling us was that the maritime 
provinces desired to be placed upon an 
inequality with the other provinces of 
Canada, That fs hardly a platform 


with confederation; and T feel 
justified in asking the confidence of 
this house, and the confidence of the 
people of Alberta; and so long as this 
government remains in power, so long 
as it carries on the affairs of this 
country in the way in which {ft has 
carried them on during the last seven 
years, s0 long as it vontinues to give 
justice to the people of Alberta, so 
long ag {it continues to spend the pub- 
lic money in the interests of the peo- 
ple and not in the interests of the 
classes, 80 long do I feel justified in} 
asking the confidence of this house and | 
the confidence of the people of Alberta.

Mr, Chadwick's views were voiced 
before the American prison association 
at its annual meeting here in 
address today entitled “Outside work 
as a preventive measure and as a re- 
formatory method.” The growth of 
outside work in prisons, Mr. Chadwick 
asserted, is productive 
ward boys and men Which cannot be 
over-estimated. The basis of such a 
system, he continued, should be com- 
mon sense, On the one hand, he said 
a system founded purely on sentiment 
will prove unsatisfactory and ineffec- 
tual, On the-other hand, sound ad- 
ministration has brought out that too 
close incarceration has often fostered 
a spirit of rebelilon, 

Probation as a rreventative. 

In part, Mr. Chadwick said: “Proba- 
tion has done more work as a preven- 
tative agent in dealing with young of- 
fenders than any other scheme yet 
devised. Probation {in dealing with 
the hardened type of criminal is futile 
and useless, as through the probation 
system the criminal succeeds In getting 
lenient treatment without = proper 
supervision of his surroundings. 

“There is a group of offenders who 
are not hardened criminals, but who 
have to be taken care of. This group 
forms the largest of any of the various 
classes that have to «be dealt with 
under criminal law, They are not suf 
ficiently hardened to be considered ag 
criminals, but they haye gone beyond 
the stage when they can be considered 
as possible of correction under the 
system of probation. When a boy or 
young man has fallen down under pro- 
bation, and has become an occasional 
offender, it has been deemed advisable 
to deal. with him by some more rigid 
form of correction than probation 
offers, the reformatory method has 
been used with great success, 

Earnings Should Be Guarded. 

“The boy is orought before the 
juvenile or district -court In Canada 
and handed over to the department of 
neglected children as a neglected child, 
and placed out to work under the 
supervision of an agent or inspector 
of the department. His earning cap- 
acity must be guarded, as he is liable 
to be exploited by unprincipled em- 
ployers of child labor unless an agree- 
ment is entered into and arrangements 
made as to the particular amount of 
money he {ts to recelve in addition to 
board and clothing. The money is 
placed to the account of the officer 
who has charge of the boy, and a re- 
port.made for each sum deposited or 
expended .n order that the amount may 
be justly accounted for in the final 
settlement with the tad.” 

Farm Work as Solvent. 

Mr, Chadwick outlined the werk in 
Alberta which is being done under his 
supervision, It was just as important, 
he said, to find the particular sort of 
work for which a youthful criminal is 
naturally fitted as it was to find work 
at all.

All South America depends on for- 
eign capital and enterprise for its 
progress and prosperity, When for 
any reason financial assistanee {s not 
forthcoming it is thrown out of bal- 
ance and forced to meet all the de- 
mands and requirements of the finan- 
ciers of Europe if 
its credit 
countries. 

The war in the near east, with all 
its possible complications, ever-specu- 
lation in land, carelessness in creit'ts, 
and a general absence of 2conomy and 
eMeclency in all affairs, 
private, are responsible for the pres- 
ent serious situation.

MAN ESCAPES AFTER 
NEARLY HOUR’S STRUGGLE 


Octopus Nine Feet in Diameter 


Found Later With Many 
Knife Wounds, 


Alden Banks, Oct. 15,—¥Fighting fu- 
riously for 45 minutes against an octo- 
pus 85 feet below the surface of the 


water, at the same time talking oyer 

the telephone to his attendants in a 
scow on the surface of the water, giv- 
ing them accounts of the remarkable 
battle as it progressed, and_ finally, 
practically uninjured, but in fainting 
condition. escaping, was the remark- 
able experience of Walter McRay, a 
deep-sea diver, at Alden Banks, near 
Anacortes, 

MecRay was engaged by the Apex 
Fishing company to examine one of 
its fish traps on Alden banks, and on 
the third trip to the bottom he ran 
afoul of the fish most dreaded by div- 
ers. He had followed the lead for some 
distance when his foot was seized in 
the deadly grasp of the glant octopus. 
At the same time thé big fish emitted 
a large amount of ink, turning the 
water in the vicinity absolutely black, 
and making it impossible for the diver 
to see his assailant. 

James Ff. Hill, who was on the sur- 
face in charge of the assistants to Mc- 
Ray, stood with the telephone receiv- 
er at his ear. He heard a slight ex- 
clamation from the man below, follow- 
ed by a violent pull at the life line as 
the diver was thrown off his feet. <A 
few seconds later McRay said over the 
telephone: : 

“Now, keep cool. Don't get excited. 
A devil fish has got’ me.” 

The rest of the battle, as told by Me- 
Ray and described by Hill, was as fol- 
lows: 

“When I heard those words, spoken 
by McRay as calmly as though he were 
greeting a friend on the street, ny hair 
stood on end, 

“The octopus, immediately after trip- 
ping McRay, had thrown two more 
tenacles about the prostrate man, one 
around his body, binding his left arm 
tightly to his side, and the other be- 
tween his legs and reaching up his 
back. The head of-the fish was on 
McRay’s chest. t 

“Almost helpless, yet with his right 
arm free, he was able te draw his knife 
from his belt and. defend himself. 
Fighting at the great depth of water 
and under heayy pressure the strain 
soon told on the diver-and several 
times he nearly collapsed. 

“At no time, however, did he appear 
to get excited or lose his head, For 
tho entire 45 minutos which he strug- 
gled he gave me frequent bulletins’ as 
to how the fight was progressing, 

“Atter McRay had succeeded fn sub- 
dulng the octopus he proceeded to free 
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himself from the mesh in which he had 
become entangled. 

“When he reached the top of the wa- 
ter the-big fish still held a death grip 
on his left arm, and it was not until 
he was half out of the water that it let 
go and fell back into the water, from 
which it was dragged with a pikepole. 
McRay was completely exhausted when 
we brought him to the top.” 

When examined by the crew of the 
scow the octopus was found to 
11 wounds in its body, It measures 
nine feet in diameter,

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Edmonton board of trade the following 
resolution was recommended to be sent to 
the mayor and council: That this board of 
trade fully realizes the great value of 
suburban lines of transportation in the 
upbullding of a city, and respectfully urge 
the mayor and city council to use every 
effort to effect some arrangement with the 
Interurban railway company which will af- 
ford proper protection ta the city’s in- 
lerests, whereby that company will be 
enabled to at once connect up its lines 
with the city’s street ratlway system, thus 
affording residents of Calder, Elm Park, 
St. Albert and > the neighboring vicinity, 
easy access to the city, 

It was also recommended that the board 
of trade Consider the advisability of send- 
ing a resolution to the mayor. and city 
council asking that a plebescite be taken 
to obtain the views of the citizens on the 
subject of government. of the city by some 
form of elective commission, 

The special comsittee instructed to pro- 
mote arrangements for the improvement of 
conditions on Mckenzie avenue reported 
progress, several conferences having been 
held with the officials of the railways in- 
terested and with the officials of the 
G.T.R and city council, and negotiations 
are now pending between the company and 
the cily couneil, which, it is hoped, will 
provide an early and reasonable satisfac- 
tory settlement of the whole question, 

A report was received from the Edmon-
